=1O exhozt every man to the learning of G:zammar, that inten>- 
wi £eth to attain to the underftanding of the tongues ( wherein is 
contained a great treaſure of wisdom and knowledge ) it woutd 
ſeem much vain, and little nevful : fo:zaſmuch as it is to be 
known, that nothing can ſurely be ended, whole beginning is 
either feeble o2 faulty: and no building be perfect when as the 
foundation and groundwo!k is ready ts fall, and unable to up- 
math» hold the burthen of the frame. Wherefo:e it were better fo: the 
WO DIL On thing it ſelf, and moe profitable fo: the learner, to underftany 
how he may beſt come to that, which he ought molt neceffarily to have, and to itarn the 
plaineſt way of obtaining that which muſt be his beſt and certaineſt guide, both of rea>-= 
ing and ſpeaking, than to fall in doubt of the goodneſs and necefſity thereof : which I 
doubt whether he ſhall mo2e lament that he lacketh, 0: efteem that he Hath it : and whe- 
ther he ſhall ofmer ſtumble at trifles, and be deceived in light matters, when he hath it 
not, 02 judge truly and faithfully of divers weighty things when he hath it. The which 
hath ſeemed to many very hard to compaſs afozetime, becauſe that they who p20: 
feſed this Prt of teaching Gzammar; did teach divers Gzammars, and not one: any 
if by chance they taught one Gzammar, yet they taught it diverſly, and ſo could not do 
it atl beſt, becauſe there is but one beſtneſs, not only in every thing, but atſs in the 
manner of every thing. 

Is foz the diverſity of G:zammars, it is well and p:oftably taken away by the King's 
Bajefty's Wisdom, who forcſeeing the inconvenience, and favourably providing the res 
medy, cauſed one kind of G:zammar by ſundzy Kearned Men to be diligently d:zawn, and 
ſo to be ſet out onlys : every where to be taught fo: the uſe of Learners, and fo: avoidz 
ing the hurt in changing of Dchol-mafters. 

The variety of teaching is divers yer, and \always will be, fo: that every Schol- 
miſter 1iketh that he knoweth, and ſeth not the uſe of that he knoweth not, and theres 
foe judgeth that the moſt ſufficient way, which he ſeth to be the reavieſt mean and pers 
fexe& kind, to bzing a Leavner ts have a true knowledge thorein. 

BVherefoze it is not amiſs, if one ſeeing by tryal an eafier and reavier way than the 
Mmmon ſo:t of Teachers do, weuld ſay what he hath pzoved, and for the commodity al= 
lowed: that others not knowing the ſame, might by crperience pzove the like, and then 
by 20f reaſonable juyge the like: not hereby excluding the better way when:s it{found; 
bat is the man fcaſon farbidving the worſe.

Whercin plain and ſundzy examples, and continual rehearſal of things learned, and 
eſpecially the vaily declining of a Vierb, and turning him into all faſhions, ſhall make 
the great and heavy labcur ſo caſte, and fo pleaſant fo2 the framing of Sentences, that 
xt will be rather a delight unto them, that they be able to do well, than pain in ſcarchs 
ing of an unuſcd, and unacquainted thing. 

Hen theſc Tonco:vs be well known unto them ( an eaſſe gnd pleaſant path, if the 
fo:eqrour.ds be well and th:oughly beaten en ) let them not continue in learning: of the 
rules o2derly, as they lye in their Syntax, but rather learn ſome pretty book, wherein is 
contained not only the Eloquciice of the tongue, but alſo a god plain leſſon of honeſty 
and codlineſs, and thereof take ſome litrie ſencence as it lycth, and learn to make the ſame 
tirt our of Enguſinto Latin, not ſeeing the book, o: confiraing it thereupon. Þnd if 
there fail any ncceCary rule of the Syntax to be known, then to learn it as the orcaſion
